No. 6A ta be interposed be- veen existing Regulations 
6 and 7, the Commission frames the additional 
regulation as under :— 

“6A—The Commission will permit parties concer¬ 
ned to supplement the two-hour oral argu¬ 
ments by written arguments ’* 

The Regulations as amended will now read as 
per the Annexure 

It is directed that the Regulations as amended 
shall be published m the Government Gazette at an 
early date. 

REGULATIONS OF PROCEDURE TO BE 
FOLLOWED BY THE COMMISSION OF 
INQUIRY 

The Commission hereby frames the following 
regulations in regard to the procedure to be followed 
by the Commission :— 

1. The regulations are being framed under the 
authority of Section 8 of the Commissions of 
Inquiry Act, 1952. 

2. Additional regulations may be framed from time 
to time and the existing regulations may be 
deleted, modified or varied from time to time 
as may be deemed expedient. 

3. The Headquarters of the Commission shall be 
Annexe to Vigyan Bhavan (Room Nos. 320 to 
332* in Second Floor), Maulana Azad Road, 
New Delhi. 

4. The Office of the Commission shall function 
from 10 00 A M. to 1.30 P.M and 2.00 P.M. 
to 5.00 P.M. on all days other than holidays 
observed by the Central Government. 
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5. The Commission may call for information on 
any subject by addressing communication to any 
person or authority. Such communication may 
specify the points on which information is 
sought and may embody intcirogatories which 
may be requiicd to be answered. The Commi¬ 
ssion may also desire such persons to send 
affidavits in support of the information or 
answers given in response there to if the 
Commission considers it neccssaiy or expedient. 

6. When evidence is recorded, the Commission* 
after the completion of the lccording of evi¬ 
dence would afford an opportunity of address¬ 
ing arguments but will restrict ihe duration of 
arguments to two hours for each counsel, in 
case there arc more parties and mote than one 
counsel address their aiguintnts foi two hours 
eaCl, the counsel icprcsenting the opposing 
point of view will be ofrYnded txtia time to 
deal with the argument defendin'! cn the 
number of paiti^ and nr nfv; _ f advocates 
appearing. 


6A. The Commission will permit parties concerned 
to supplement the two-hour oral arguments 
by written arguments. 

7. The Commission may direct that the evidence 
recorded at the inquiry and/or oral arguments 
urged at the heaiing may be taped in a tape- 
recorder if it is considered so necessary or 
expedient. 

8. In view of the stuisitive nature of the subject- 
matter ol the inquiry, the proceedings will be 
in camera unless the Commission directs other¬ 
wise, 

9. These regulations will come into force forth¬ 
with
